Some Recent Cases of Abdominal Section atthe “Oak- 
_ land Sanitarium” 1007 Jackson Street, Oakland, Cal. 


By W. B. CHURCH, M. D. 


To void repetition we will prentise with certain state- 
ments whick apply to all cases of abdominotomy. First, and 
perhaps most important is the operating room. This is a 
well lighted room with walls and floor painted and hard-fin- 
ished so that it can be washed before and after each opera- 
tion with corrosive sublimate solution rende1ing it thorough- 
ly aseptic. A supply of hot and cold boiled water. Instru- 
ments boiled for twenty minutes in a 5 per cent. sol. car- 


bolic acid and transferred to a tray of clear boiling water 


just before beginning operation. The surgeonand assistants | 


then cleanse hands and fore-arms as follows: first, with soap

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hot water, and nail brush, then nails are carefully scraped 


with a knife, and hands snaked in absolute alcohol, following 


this, hands are soaked and scrubbed in a one to one thou- 


sand bichloride solution, and lastly in clear boiled water. 
The surgeon then dons an apron and coat which are of white 
duck and which have been sterilized by dipping in a one 
two thousand sublimate solution and roughdried. Each as- 
sistant covers the front part of his sai witha folded sheet 
sterilized in the same way. 


The patient undergoes special preparation for about a 


week previous to the time set for operating, the object being 
to secure as far as possible an aseptic condition of tbe sur- 
face of the body and the intestinal tract; the first by bathing 


and scrubbing the surface and outlets with soap and hot 


water, followed by naphthal sol., the latter by administering 
a cathartic four days previous to operation and supplement- 
ing its action with a copious hot water enema giving at the 

same time a dose of napthol or salol three times a day. This ; 


is repeated two days later, and during these four days the 


diet is restricted to milk porridge. 


By this trentment the bowels are quite free from gas and 
flaccid and do not crowd into the opening and obsiruct oper- 
ating measures as they are otherwise sure to do. Another 
great advantage is that there is less necesity for moving the 
bowels after the operation and the rest so important during 


the days immediately followi ing, can be secured if necessary 


with an opiate. Our experience does not tend to favor the 


practice of some surgeons who deem it most important to 


resort to epsom salts very soon, arguing that drainage is 


thereby secured. It is generally nearly impossible to push 
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such treatment to the necessary extent, on account of nausea, 


and the patient's sufferings are greatly increased without any 
corresponding benefit. For at least 24 hours after Lapar- 
otomy no food should be given, sometimes sips of hot water 
tend to allay nausea, and relieve thirst at other times, better 


results follow the plan of withholding everything and trust- 
Ing to time. A rich reward awaits the man who will give 
us a remedy for the nausea that results fiom anesthesia. 
After about 24 or 48 hours, according to the: condition, very 


small quantities of liqaid food may be given. Koumy SS 18 a 


form of food that is very generally acceptable to the patient, 
and will answer well for the next two or three days; when 


tea or coffee may be added, with broths, gruels, and gradual 
return to more substantial forms of food. The stitches which 


are of silk worm gut may be removed on the seventh day 
and a few strips of adhesive plaster applied. 

The patient may be allowed to sit up on the tenth day, if 
all goes well, and begin to walk at the beginning of the third 
week. An operator of experience by adhering strictly to the 
details of modern antiseptic surgery, may expect a favorable 
result in nearly every case of ovariotomy. ia 

The danger attending an exploratory incision is so trifling 
that it ought not to be neglected when necessary to clear 
up questions of diagnosis. | : 

~ Both the technique and treatment of different surgeons 
differ in many important particulars. The foregoing brief 
and hurried outline will suffice to indicate the methods adopt- 
ed at the sanitarium which have been attended with vety 


satisfactory results. 


Mrs. L., a widow, 49 years of age, had been an invalid for 
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17 years. Had been prostrated many times with peritonitis. 
At one time spent several months at the “Rural Retreat,” St. 
Helena, where besides ordinary sanitarian treatment, gal- 
vanism was applied to uterus and diagnosis made of fibyoid 
tumor situated in the posterior uterine walls. Wasafterwards 
attended by different Oakland physicians and calvanic treat- 
ment continued without apparent benefit. Entered Oakland 


sanitarium last May, emaciated, feeble and suffering from 


‘pelvic pain and nervousness. She had become discouraged 


and only desired to try the baths and massage in order to 


gain sufficient strength to return East to her friends. Her 


sufferings were aggravated during menstruation but pains 


were present in both ovarian regionsall the time. Examina- 
tion showed the uterus less movable than normal and efforts 


to move cervix from side to side caused increase of pain. 


‘Bimanual examination with one fingerin the rectum disclosed 


an irreyular and excessively sensitive tumor which was diag- 
nosed as the prolapsed uterine appendages, in Douglas’s cul- 

The history of the case showed that the condition had been 


of such long standing and‘irritated more and more by elec- 
tricity, that palliative treatment would preobably be of little 


avail especially as both ovaries and tubes were evidently en- | 


larged und diseased. An operation for the removal of the 


appendages was accordingly advised. After consultatio 
with medical and other friends in the Kast her consent was 


- 


After two or three weeks sustaining and preparatory treat- 
ment, herstrength seemed sufficiently improved to justify the 


attempt. Chloroform was administered after the usual 
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careful preparations were complete. An incision in the me-. 


dian line through the thin abdominal walls sufficient to ad- 
mit two fingers enabled me to search for the appendages 
which were found as anticipated. The uterus was retrovert- 
ed and bound in its position by advantitious bands of lymph 
which were easily broken up: the appendages were found 
underneath it imbedded in plastic exudation; the tubes were 
much enlarged. One oVary enlarged and the other atrophied 
the two inseparably mitted together. Except for nausea for 


two days after removsl of both tubes and ovaries this patient 


mide a rapid recovery, gaining greatly in flesh andstreneth | 


and able to walk long distances two montbs afterwards. 


The next case is that of a young man, and is given as show- 


ing the advantage of an exploratory laparotomy in cases of 


doubtful pathology, especially after long continued unavail- 
ing treatment. 


John L., of San Francisco, has suffered for about nine years 


with an obscure abdominal trouble, affecting especially the 
bowels and kidneys. He has spent quite a fortune in efforts 


for relief passing successively through the hands of many of 


the most noted medical men of the metropolis. The case 
was recommended to the Sanitarium by Dr. M. H. Logan, 
who spoke of our modest institution in such commendatory 
terms that we felt quite compelled to do something if only 
to show our gratitude and appreciation of his kindness. 

— The patient had been kept for some weeks previous to his 
coming to us, on an exclusive milk diet, with daily flushing 
of the bowels with hot water which had considerably reliev- 
ed the constant pain and secured nearly every day some’ ac- 


tion of the bowels. There existed however great depression 
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of spirits, a endaverous expression with deep dark circles un- 
der the eyes, disturbances of the circulation, flatulence, with 
pain’and tenderness referred to the left hypochondrium. 
Some of his former medical attendants had diagnosed the 
case as one of intestinal stricture. After watching the case 
for about a week continuing the milk diet and adding baths 


and massage to the treatment without apparent result, we 


recommended an exploratory incision as it seemed impossi- 


ble to otherwise clear up the difficultiés of the diagnosis. 
This was readily consented to, and after the preliminary 
preparation he was placed on the operating table and an in- 


cision made, beginning just above the pubes in the median 


line extending diagonally upward, and to the left, for about — 


eight inches. The peritoneum was found contracted in trans- 


verse folds, greatly thickened and pressing upon the bowels | 


to which it was strongly adhered. It was also so vaseular, 


that some bleeding points required ligature. The only treat- 
ment attempted was to break up the adhesions, sponge out 
the abdominal cavity and clese the wound with coarse cat- 
eut sutures. He was confined to the bed for une week, and 
has been making satisfactory progress toward recovery ever 
since. Is able to eat three hearty meals a day, bowels move | 
at least once a day without assistance, is taking on flesh rapid- 
ly and facial expression indicates good health. 
The next case was a patient of Dr. H. S. Turner. who upon 


making her customary thorough investigation had decided 


to advise ovariotomy. There was a tumor in right inguinal 


region easily outlined by external manipulation, of irregular 
shape and about the size of asmall orange; the most urgent 


symptom however was menorrhagia not affected by treat- 
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ment and growing worse. After opening the abdomen the 
tumor was found to be a fibroid attached to the uterus by a 
pedicle about one by one fourth inches in size; at point of at- 
tachment a smaller tumor of the same nature was attached 


tu the opposite side of uterus. The eularged uterus itself 


also indicated the probability of intra mural growths. The 
pedicle of the larger external tumor was severed, the stump 


closed in with silk sutures and both ovaries removed. This 


treatment was pursued upon the presumption that bv thus 
bringing about the change of life the natural tendency to 


subsequent atrophy of the uterus would arrest any further 


developement of fibroid gro wths. Whether such expectations 


are well founded I leave my readers to judge. 

The patient made a successful recovery under Dr. Turner’s 
care and left in three weeks for Sacramento. 

Mrs. M., of San Francisco, has been a confirmed avini for 


- four years, isthe mother of twochildazen, the youngest, seven 


years of age. Four months after the birth of this'child she suf- 


fered from uterine hemorrhages supposed to be dueto a cer- 
vieal lacer ation which was subsequently operated upon suc- 


cessfully by a homoopathic surgeon of the city. 


Health remained good for eight months thereafter. Four 


years ago she took cold sitting on damp ground at a picnic 
at Seattle, and had a severe attack of pelvic inflammation 
with peritonitis. As soon as she was able to travel, was 
brought to San Francisco. Has had periodical attacks of 
peritonitis owas since and been confined to her bed much of 
the time. Has been continuously under the care of Dr. S., 
a homceopath of San Francisco, for the past year, up to five 


weeks ago, when the writer was called to see her. 
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Digital examination revealed fixed uterus with a fluctuat- 
ing mass in the left inguinal region. Diagnosis, salpingitis; 
advice, laparotomy which was accepted and immediate steps 
taken to remove her to the sanitarium. The removal was 


only possible by keeping her in a recumbent position, bol- 


stered with pillows; after a little more than a week of prep- 


aration she was placed on the operating tableand an attempt 
made to administer chloroform. The anesthetic did not act 


kindly, when pushed to a certain limit still short of insensi- 


bility suspension of respiration occurred which it was more 


and more difficult to re-establish. A messenger was then 
sent for ether which acted much better, and finally by unit- 


ing the two agents we were able to proceed. It was neces- 
sary to enlarge the incision to about four inches, as adhesions 


were ususually firm and abundant and could only be separa- 


ted by introducing the whole hand. The left fallopian tube 
was enormously distended containing at least a pint of fluid 
in multilocular sacks, the walls of which were fragile and easi- 
ly ruptured; all were ruptured in succession in enucleating 
the mass from its bed of inflammatory adhesions. The hot- 
els were extensively and firmly adherent both on the right 
and left sides to the pelvic mass and were separated with 
much difficulty and imminentrisk of rupturing. On account 
of the extension trau matic surface left oozing and the escape 
of a portion of the contents of the tube into the abdominal 
cavity a rubber drainage tube was inserted, a precaution 


which subsequently proved important. The nausea of anes- 


thesia was extreme, and on the secund day in a fit of retch- 


ing a rent in the bowels accompanied with a popping noise 


occurred. For some hours intestinal gas of an unmistkable 
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feculent odor escaped from the drainage tube, peritonitis soon 
set in; temperature rose to 102 quickly and complaints of ex- 
treme pain and exhaustion were made by the patient. As it 
was evident that the patient was too weak to survive an at- 


tempt to reopen the wound and search for the rent in the 


bowel for the purpose of closing it, it was decided to keep the 


bowels quiet with opium, and trust to Nature to close the 


rent before it would be necessary to move the bowels. For- 
tunately they were at this time quite empty except as dis- 
tended by gas, which we would have been glad to get rid of 


by a more natural outlet. Hot fomentations were then ap- 


plied to the abdomen after first quieting pain with hypoder- 


mics of morphia and atropia, and a saturated solution of hy- 


dronaphthol injected and withdrawn at frequent intervals 
through the drainage tube by means of a rubber tube at- 
tached toa syringe, the small tube reaching to the bottom 
of the drainage tube, this had the desired effect. of prevent- 
ing putrefactive changes. Hydronaphthol is an admirable 
agent for such purposes as it is powerfully antiseptic and non 
poisonous. Our apprehensions were much relieved on the 
fourth day. Drainage tube removed and good progress 
made from that time to complete recovery. 
Our next case was that of Mrs. S., of East Oakland, a poor 
hard-working woman, married and mother of children. She 
came to the office a month ago, presenting the appearance 
of a woman at the termination of gestation. The abdomen 
was symmetricaily enlarged, quite tense, the appearance sug- 
— gestive of a uterine tumor. The history given was that of 
eradual enlargement of the abdomen extending over a period 


of several years but giving littie trouble until about three 
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months ago. Since then it had grown increasingly painful 


until it had quite disabled her. She had been visiting a San 


.Francisco physician for some weeks, one of the kind that 


claim to remove tumors by giving medicine; but the medicine 


failed in her case as it sometimes will. Examination of the 


ease was unsatisfactory. There were several nodulartumors 


to be felt through the vaginal walls, some about as large as 
an English walnut, others smaller. The cervix was drawn 


up into the left iliac region und seemed lost or swallowed up 


Nn the tumor. The distorted os uteri was finally made out 


but an attempt to introduce a sound was unsuccessful on ac- 
count of pain. As the patient was anxious to submit to an 
operation in any case, it was decided to leave the diagnosis 
to be revealed on the operating table and to be thd aoe 
for whatever should transpire. 

The cour age of the patient was unlimited. She was over- 


joyed at. the prospect of being relieved and refused up parent- 


ly to entertain any fears as to the rebuilt. 


‘After careful preparation being impressed with the ap- 
parent gravity of the case, she was placed on the table and 
anesthetized by Dr. John Fearn, whose care and good judg- 
ment in administering anesthetics relieves the operator en- 
tirely from the necessity of supervision, and enables him to 
concentrate his entire attention to the operative measures. 

As soon as the tumor was disclosed to view its dark gray 
color and other characteristics indicated that we had a cyst 
to deal with. A steel tube with a projecting cutting bevel- 
edge and piece of rubber tubing attached to one end, was. 
plunged into the tumor and two gallons of thick dark grenu- 
ous fluid drawn off quickly. It proved to be an intra-liga- 
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-mentous cyst. The greatly hypertrophied folds of the left 
broad ligament inclosed the tumor and expanded along its 
walls and closely adherent to it. The descending colon and 
sigmoid flexure were also adherent. The cyst walls were 
strong, the expansions of the broad ligament were peeled off 
and a few work resulted in the 
tened leit ovary which latter upon pest laid open gave ai 
dence of eucephaloid change. The redundant flaps of the 


ae broad ligament were cut away, bleed ng points secured by 


ligature. and the edges of the stump turned in by an over 
and over continuous catgut stitching. In the same manner 
the denuded surface alon g the descending colon was cover- 
ed with serous membrane leaving very little traumatic sur- 
face. The abdominal cavity was carefully spon ged and wound 
closed with.silk worm gut-sutures withort drainage. 

This patient has beaten the record thus far, asserting that 
she has not been sick, her only complaint was in being depriv- 
ed of her usual three meals a day for the first. week. Su- 


tures were removed on the seventh day, she walked out in 


the hall and adjoining rooms on the ninth day, and says she — 


feels as well now as she ever did. | 
One more case is on the list but it is evident that space 


or the want of it, forbids.

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Which Shall It Be?

Is it a good practice to wash out the cavity of the uterus 
after confinement? This was the question proposed at a re- 
cent meeting of the Alameda Co. Ec. Med. Association. But 
owing to amajority vote another subject was chosen for debate. 
As this isa question upon which the medical profession seems 
somewhat divided at the present time and which difference 
of opinion is gradually increasing, it would perhaps be of 
some interest to the readers of the California Medical Jour- 
nal to have our leading accouchers and gynecologists dis- 
cuss the matter in its columns. The subject will, of course 
be more or less “pshawed” at by many practitioners. FEut 
then such is the case whenever a new idea appears for our 
-eonsideration so that such objections should not deter the 
timid from a free expression of their opinions. There are 
but few subjects brought to the notice of people but what 
have twu sides to them and this is no exception to the rule. 
I know there are a great many physicians who use a strong 
-golution of carbolic acid ty wash out or cleanse the uterus 
within an hour or two after the birch of the child. One 
learned gentleman in fact stated to an objecting nurse, that 
he would believe himself derelict in his duty if he delayed 
over an hour in the use of the wash, professing such to be 
the only safe road to a woman’s thorough recovery. 

That physician had the pleasure (if you may so term it) to 
see his patient’s life saved by another practitioner. In less 
than ten hours from the time the injection was used, that_ 


poor woman was at death’s door and only because the medi- 
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cal attendant (who perhaps is as well posted in other re- 
spects, even though he be an allopath, as the average) did 
that which he had been taught in some unaccountable man- 
ner, to be proper treatment in such a case. Of course all 


treatments of diseases and conditions have, to a greater or 


less extent, a dark or disagreeable side to them, and hence: 


this treatment of a recently evacuated uterus may be the 
proper course to pursue, opinions to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

If it is a Just course against septicemia then it should be 


freely published to the medical world, if improper, equal care 


should be taken to elucidate those who have unhappily been 


laboring under an erroneous idea. 


As for my self, —were I @ woman just delivered of a child 


my attendant would thus enter my womb,—{f would pray 


to the Creator to preserve life and strength sufficient to arise 
rom my involuntary bed of suffering, to kick a lung out of 
him who caused my agony, even though it be donein accord-

have never been disappointed in the results. I havein mind 


a patient that lived in the State of Michigan. 
Mrs. B., who had been an invalid for years, and during 
the period of gestation with her second child, was called up- 


on by her for treatment. Trouble, pbthisis pulmonalis. As 


the time approached for her confinement, her friends were 


very anxious, for fear she would not live through that ordeal. 


I expected forceps would be necessary in this case, and made 


preparations accordingly. 


After the patient had been in labor several hours, and was 


verging toward the third stage, her strength began to fail, 
notwithstanding the tonics that were given to assist and sup- 
port nature in the trying hours. The contractions of the 


uterus became more and more feeble, and as the os uteri Was 


well dilated, we applied the dry cups (L use wide mouthed — 


bottles) quinine bottles. will do. 


The first was applied low down upon the sacrum, and af- 
ter the elapse of about ten minutes put on another a littie 


higher up, repeating the process until tnree or four had 


been applied, the last one as nearly opposite the fundus of 


the uterus as possible. Soon after the eupping was resorted 


to, the pains were increased and the contractions of the uterus 


were vigorous, and the delivery was completed in a short 


time. 
Brethren and sisters of the medical fraternity try the dry 
cupping for inertia of the uterus before resorting to forceps, 


and you will seldom need them.

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Vaccination.

In my paper on Vaccination in December journal, I neglect- 


ed to give the circumstances of the introduction and spread 


of the small pox contagion in that locality, in Indiana, which 


was rather singwar in detail and embodies additional evidence 
of the eilicacy of vaccination. | 

A Mr. S., was preparing to remove to Illinois, with his 
family, and went alone to that state to select a location, be- 


ing absent about three weeks. Upon his return he stopped _ 


at my office for medicine, said “he was afraid he was going 


to lave the ague, as he had been feeling indisposed for two 


or three days, thought he h:d a little fever at times.” Re- : 


ceiving the medicine, he went home about three miles fre m 


town. In about two weeks he called at office and requested 
me to visit his wife, thought she was taking the bilious fever. 
Upon visiting her, I thought his diagnosis was correct, the 
symptoms indicating a rather severe attack of remittent fe- 


ver; next day however I was surprised to find her sitting up, 


almost clear of fever, tongue cleaning and feeling pretty 


well. 


I prescribed for her and left with instructions that I should 


be notified if she did not get along alright. In about a week 


the husband called apain and said “he would like Japscaiied 


to cleanse her blood as she had a bad br eaking out all over.” 
Supposing it to be a case of “Wabash Seratches” which I 

knew to be in the family as well as must other families at the 

time, I prescribed accordingly, not even thinking of small 


pox, ws the country was singularly free from the malady at 
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that time. In about a week from this, two weeks from my 
first visit to Mrs. 8., he called me to visit two of his boys, who 
were supposed to be taking the fever. 

Upon examining the boys I found marked symptoms of re- 
mittent fever, and prescribed for them according to special 
indications. I did not see the mother during this visit, she 
being in the kitchen and did not come into the bedroom. 

Next day I found the boys app: rently much better, but 
was horrified when the mother came into the room with her 
face well covered with crusts from the small pox pustules. 

During this time the neighbors had been coming and go- 
ing as usual and members of a number of families had been 


exposed. Then the question arose where did the contagion 


come from, or how brought to the family of Mr. S., upon 


diligent inquiry I learned that somewhere on his trip, Mr. S., 
had seen a company of foreigners, sitting at a R. R. station, 
some of whom were sick and wore masks over their faces, 
to hide an eruption thereon. 


This then disclosed the matter. 


Mr. 8., having been vaccinated had the variloid while 


traveling, came home and communicated the small pox to the 


wife, and from her the children and those of the neighbors _ 


who had visited the house were infected. Mrs. S., and the 


children had not been vaccinated. 


A diligent examination of Mr. 8., failed to detect any evi-. 


dence of the nature of the malady that he carried to his 
family. 

In regard to vaccination I have done a great deal of it 
from time to time, both with humanized and non humanized 


virus, and generally have been better satisfied with the re- 
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— 


sults from the humanized virus than from the non-humanized, 
especially so in cases of re-vaccination, in some of which I 
have seen unpleasant looking sores, almost devoid of the 
physical characteristics of the vaccine pustules. As to their 


relative prophylactic effect, I have no opportunity of testing. 


Diagnosis of Pregnancy. 


By J. R. GOODALE, M. D., Oakland, Cal. 


- Weill, now this unmarried girl comes to us because she 


thinks she is pregnant, and hopes we can do something “to 


put it away.” 
“What makes you think you are pregnant?” Dr. G., asks. 


“Because I have placed myself in a position to become so, 


and have not seen my courses for two months,” the girl re- 


plies. 

As a rule, we cannot swear to pregnancy until we hear 
the foetal heart sounds; but there is strong presumptive eVi-— 
dence if the os is soft like one’s lips. When the os is as hard 
as your nose, you may be reasonably sure that there is no 
pregnancy. Once in a long while a fibroid tumor will give 
us a soft os and cervix, but this is very exceptional. This 


condition we will find as early as the end of the first month, 


| though it becomes more marked as pregnancy is further ad- 


vanced. No matter what station in society a woman may 
occupy, no matter howsoever exalted her position, when we 
find a soft os and cervix, we have a right to suspect preg- 
nancy. Here there is a little softening, but very Jittle. Her 
abdomen is too fat to cireumscribe the womb and discover 


whether it 1s enlarged, so that evidence is here lost. 
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There is only a shade of darkness about the nipple, not as 
much as there ought to be in pregnancy. This woman may 
not be pregnant and may be suffering only from amenorrhcea

If she is not pregnant, this will bring on her menses, while 
if she is pregnant, it will not cause a miscarriage. Remem- 


ber that a natural abortion is not very dangerous; it may be 


likened to a ripened apple dropping from the bough. For 


some reason the ovum has become detached from the womb, 


and it passes harmlessly away. But if you pluck a green 
apple, you will tear also the bough or break the stem from 


the fruit, so when you produce abortion, you tear the ovum 


from its firm adhesions to the uterus and cause lesions that 


may result in septicemia.

Letter from Dr. Mehrmann. * 


In our recent fight ugainst the Allopathic Autocratic mens- 


ure before the legislati.re how known thr oughout the bre:. dth a 


ot the land as the famous Senate bill, number 207 creating 


one Board of Medical Examiners, we were compelled notonly 
to contradict the statements of the adherents of the bili that 
the leading members ot tue Homeopathic and Eclectic schools 


were in favor of the biil, but we had to go further and prove 


tuat even the good members of thei own, the Allopathic school 


were opposed to it. This of course was a bad dose for them. 
to swallow, and for fear that it might cause a congestion of 


what littiie brain matter they have leit, { desire to give you 
the .oliowing wuich 1s a true report, so far as it gues, of the 
meeting of the Santa Clara County Medical Society of San 
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Jose which is an Allopathic institution, and which may in the 
future stand us well in hand. There must have been rather 
a psychological influence between these good old Allopaths 
of San Jose and ourselves for the meeting occurred, Tuesday 
evening, Feb. 14, at the very moment that we were laying 
the law down to the Senate Judiciary Committee, in room 41 
of the Capitol in an earnest endeavor to show up the unfair- 
ness of the bill. The following 1 is that part of the meeting 
I wish to present, Viz: 


The medical bill now before the Legislature was mentioned. Dr. 
fF revost said a resolution in favor of it had failed to pass the society. 
Now each member who desired to could write a personal letter to 
our representatives in the Legislature asking them to vote for the 
bili. 

Dr, Potts said he was opposed tothe bill, and Dr. Simonton said 
that was also his position. ‘The latter made quite a fiery speech that 
such a bill, which provides for a State Board of Examiners to be ap- 


— pointed by the Governor, had in it no element of fairness. Other 


States had such laws, and sometimes physicians who had practiced 
for twenty years would fail to pass the examinations, while a boy 
just from a college would get through all right. The reason was — 
that the boy knew the detail of the text books, while the old doctor, 
while having a large practical experience of far greater value, had 
forgotten these details. He said such a Board, if it felt so inclined, 
epuid puzzle anybody, even the best pr ofessors of tLe colleges, and 
in many cases. the Board was composed of the veriest quacks in the 
State. 

Dr. Ben Cory thought it would be a good plan to enforce the 
medical laws aiready existing rather then to attempt to create new 
ones, which would in their turn become dead letters on the statute 
books. 

Dr. Simonton also referred to wmadicni educational inatituidons. 
He said the course was once two years, then it had been lengthened 
to three, and now had been extended to four years. This, and the— 
efforts of medical legislation, looked to him asif the trend of alfairs 
was toward establishing an aristocracy of the medical profession, 
by making it impossibie for poor boys to take the course aud become 
physicians. He thought there should be no medical legislation ex- 
cept, perhaps, a federal law, and that a bona fide physician’s cer- 
titicate should entitle him to practice in any State in the Ustton 
without further examination.

KRDITORIAL. 


Lead Poisoning. 


We often meet with cases of lead poisoning or lead colic, 
as itis usually called, and some cases prove a very serious 
matter, as the iuluoeibiaas is intense and the disease very stub- 
born to control. 

In one case we may not have the characteristic symptoms 
manifest to a degree that will save us making the blunder of 
calling it simple colic or gripes. In another case the paroxysms 
of suffering are so intense, and the retracted, knotted con- 
dition of abdomen so manifest, and the constipation so ob- 
-stinate, that we scarcely need look in the mouth, smell the 
breath or ask for a history of the case, to convince us as to 
the nature of the trouble. Yet we can never be too sure, 
and should avail ourselves of every possible means of making | 
a correct diagnosis; hence if we get the characteristic blue 
line on gums, the metalic breath, and a history of exposure 
we can say positively that we have a case of lead poisoning 
to contend with. ee 

It would be a serious mistake to treat the earlier stages of 
an intussusception for lead colic or vice versa. 
Some persons are so sensitive to the poisonous effect of lead 
that we will get a history of exposure not at all commensu- 
rate with the severity of the attack. In others we will fail | 
to get any history that would justify a suspicion of the trou-— 
ble, and it is this class of cases that will require our closest 
scrutiny, and,will test our discriminating ability; which will 
stamp us as close observers and expert diagnosticinns or 
AS & careless—and—dont- know-what-the- matter-is, kind of 
a doctor. 

In treating this disease, our authorities are at variance, 
each having his favorite method and medicines. 
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Ferricr says that. in acute cases the stomach should be 


promptly emptied by the pump, or by a dose of sulvhate of 


zinc. Sulphate of magnesia should be given to form the in- 
soluble sulphate of lead, and to expel it from the intestinal 
canal. 

In chronie poisoning, prophylaxis is the first considera- 
tion. Cleanliness must be inculcated, avoiding eating with 
unwashed hands, or in working clothes, or in work shops. 


Free ventilation should be secur ed, the dust should be inter- 
cepted by respirators, and sulphate of magnesia should be 


taken occasionally. Sulphuric acid lemonade may be used 


asa drink. For lead colic, he advises purgatives and opium. 


Todide of potassium is given to remove the lead from the 
tissues, with good results. Sulphuric baths are also recom- 

~ Local paralysis require the galvanic current applied to the 
muscles and the nerve-trunks. 

Hammond uses the iodides for all forms of chkatite lead 


“In lead colic he i injects morphine hy podermically in doses 


sufficient to keep the pain in check, while the iodide is doing 


its work. In paraiysis he prefers the induced current when 
it will act. Frictions, massage and passive exer cise are also 
useful, 

Pépper recornmends strychnine internally for the paraly- 
sis. 

Hay prefers the chloride of sodium to the iodides beeause 
the chloride of lead is more soluble than the iodide, and i 1s 
readily eliminated by the kidneys. 

Bristowe administers opiates, but uses warm enemata in- 
stead of pargar LIVes. 

Naunyn says that the eliminative action of ‘odido of po- 
tas3ium is so great, that its habitual use is asure prophylac- 
tic against lead pyisoning in those exposed to the action of 
this metal. He e/arms pocitively that sulphuric acid has no

efficacy whatever; as the sulphate of lead is as poisonous as 
the other saturnine salts. Respirators are too great a hin- 
drance to the work. ay 

For paralysis he recommends strychnine, quoting Lan- 
querel’s statements approvingly. The latter author PAVE 
this drug in sufficient doses to cause slight tetanic spaem. 
The dose of two gyains, which Lanquerel cave, was undoubt- 
edly, as he says, of an impure specimen of strychnine. 


Our treatment, when the pain is severe, is to first relieve 


the pain by a hypodermic of morphia usually in a full dose, 


x to } grains, according to the severity of the pain, and re- 


peat as often as may be needed to keep the patient comfort- 


able. 

As soon as the pain is relieved we give a full dose of epsom 
salts, and if slow in acting give enemas of the same in strong o 
solution; and do not cease our efforts till we have secured ty 


free opening of the bowels; after which we make sn aqueous 


sol. of iod. pot. and magnesia sulph. in such stren eth that the 


patient will getone to three grains of the lodide and twen- 


ty to forty grains of the magnesia in each tablespoontul of 


water. We give this every two to four hours accor ding to 
the severity of the case and the condition of the bowels. 
This treatment has proven entirely successful and satisfac- 


tory in our hands. 


Alum is also a very effectual purgative in lead colic. Jt 


be given in half drachm doses every two hours. Opium 
does not increase the constipation, but on the contrary ac- 
sila materially in relieving it. Massage of the abdomen, or 
kneadiny with hot camphor liniment, also aids in removing 


the pain and starting the bowels. ais

They are not so ignorant of medicine as one might sup- 
pose from some of the articles in their pharmacopoeia, for 
they are expert herbalists, and while it is doubtful if their 
powders made from dried toads, desiccated lizards, and, 
similar mysterious compounds are of any medicinal Yalue, it 

is certain that their infusions, teas and syrups, concocted 
from various roots and herbs, are, upon occasion, wonder- 
fully effective. They are acquainted with the use of various — 
pepsin compounds and use them with much skill; but on the 
same principle that the powdered digestive juices of an ani- 
mal will increase or stimulate the digestive forces of a man 
they hold that powdered tigers’ teeth are a sovereign cure 
for general debility. The tiger being the strongest animal | 
known and the teeth the strongest part of the tiger, there- 


fore pills made from them contain the elements of great 
strength is a method of Chinese reasoning which would be 
funny if it did not, somehow, remind us of the theory of. 
Brown-Sequarp’s famous elixir. The Chinaman is a shrewd 
man of business, and if is customary for the well-to-do man- 
darin or merchant to makea contract with a physician to at- 
tend to his family by the year, whichis not a badscheme, for 
it assures the physicians a steady income and removes the 
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suspicion that if they chance upon arich patient they keep 
him in bed as long as possible in order to run up the bill. 

Owing to the fact that scientific dissection for purposes of 
study is unknown in China, the doctor of the Flowery King- 
dom has a very meagre knowledge of anatomy, and israrely 
a competent surgeon. He is most successful in diseases: 
which can be reached through applications of vegetable oils, 
and the Chinese oil of peppermint as a headache cure is a 
popular remedy with us, but their system of rubbing the af- 
fected limb with a stick would hardly be recommended as a 
cure for rheumatism by our best specialists. In medicine, 
as inother arts, the Chinaman stands midway between civili- | 
zation and savagery, but by refusing to take advantage of 
the discoveries of modern science, must be ranked among 
the less civilized practitioners.— Medicine Men and Manners. 


Tart Tuerapevtic ACTION OF SALOPHEN. 


Dr. Edmund Koch, in an Inaugural Dissertation prerent- } 
ed to the University of Freiburg, reports a large number of 
cases treated with Salophen and gives the following summary 


of his observations: 

If we compare the above results we find that Salophen 
proved most efficient in acute articuJar rheumatism where it 
rapidly and pramptly removed the pains, fever and swelling 
within a short time. We have met with no case where it 
failed to act. In efficacy it 1s almost equal to salicylic acid 
over which it has the advantages of not possessing a disa- 
ereeable taste, and of not being attended by the disturban- 
ces so frequently observed during administration of salicylic, 
acid, which so often neutralizes the good effects of the reme- 
dy. Doses of 3-5 grammes Salophen, prodie areamply suffi- 
cient in the less severe cascs. Iam also able to confiim the 
statement of Dr. Gottmann that the more reeent the case, 
the more certain will be the effect. 
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Although in acute articular rheumaticm, tLe results frcm 
the use of Salophen were very favorable, they were incon- 
siderable in chronic rheumatism and arthritis deformans., 
Occasionally it effected some relief of the pains, but peima- 

nent improvement was never observed. 
_ As regards the antipyretic effect of the remedy, I cm un- 
able to give a decision. In the two cases reported where a 
high temperature existed, it quite rapidly reduced the fever. 
At any rate it may also be tried in cases of fever. 


Salophen appeared extremely effective in nervous affections 
of the most diverse character. In these troubles it acted 
even in small doses, 0. 75-2 grammes, with great rapidity in 
most cases removing. or at least relieving thepain. In neu- 
ralgias, it seems an excellent remedy and may be tried as a 
substitute for other nervines, such as antipyrine, Fhenace- 
tine, acetanilid. In minor nervous affections, such as head- 
ache, toothache, ete., it is also indicated. Observations on 
the Use of Salophen. Therap. Monatsh. Oct. 1892. These 
observations I find confirmed in an article by Dr. Caminer, 
of Elberfeld, which cume to my notice after conclusion of 
my exxperiments. This obwerver also tried Salophen in vari- 

ous nervous troubles, such as habitual headache, trigeminal, 
neuralgia, sciatica, hemicranm. His conclusion is thiut Salo- 
phen is a prompt analgesic i In vaiious neuroses and that no 
toxic effects were noted in any of the cases observed by him. 
As above stated, I have not investigated the entiseptic 
and disinfectant action of Salophen. 

If in brief, I formulate my conclusions, the following may 
be said: 

In acute articular rheumatism, Salcphen has a specific e{- 
fect almost as marked as that of salicylic acid. 

In chronic articular rheumatism, it is less effective but 
may be employed as substitute for other remedies, since it 
relieves the pains, or at least, at the beginning of its admin- 
istration. 

In the most diverse nervous disorders it exhibits an excel- 
lent analgesic effect. 

Disagreeable after effects are never scen in doscs of 3-5 
grammes, Which are amply sufficient. 
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Tur Drapiy Poriceman’s Ciusp anp tHE Brorat 


In the October number of the Alienist and Neurologist, we 


find the following sensible editorial: 


Why does modern civilization permit policemen to strike 
on the head with their deadly clubs? The club of the police- 
man is a relic of the barbarous ages and the man who would 
use it violently except in the plainest self-defense of imperil- 
ed life is a barbarian brute even though he may have been 
taught to pray to the Holy Virgin and have St. Patrick for his 
patron Saint. There are Christian as well asheathen brutes. 

Why should a policeman strike a fellow-man with such a 
deadly weapon on the head? A resisting prisoner is just as 
easily overcome by blows onthe arms and the victim’s future 
is not thereby imperiled. The risk of — and death 
are not great from a broken arm. 

The damage done by the club is not fully known to the 


public because its victims belong to the defenseless and 


ftriendless class, who go without sympathetic following to the - 
publi hosp: tals, asylums, and to Potter’s field, like a poor 
bie-headed Willie, or Hartnett, of St. Louis, now on trial in> 


a distant city for murder done under the influence of insani- 


ty caused by « policeman’s club on his head in St. Louis, 


several years ago while drunk. 


Many of the cases of insanity attributed to drunkenness | 
in pauper asy lames ‘ are the results of policemen’s club vio- 
lence on the heaid. | 

Is there no regulation prohibiting striking cn the head? 
Is there no law on the subject? If not, there should be both 


without delay. 
Aside from the humanitarian aspect* of the subject, tax- 


payers do not: wish to have brain diseases and lunaties to be 
eared for at public expense, made through the brutal use of 
the club. 
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But humanity demands that the use of the club should be 
restricted. The club is brutal anyway. It makes both ro- 
liceman and criminal brutal, and the man who would use it 
on an unoffending prisoner or upon an offending or uffen- 
sive one, about the head, except in case of the direct necessity 


of defending his own life, is “a wretch whom it were base 
flattery to call a coward.” 

Science, especially psychological science, and humanity 
protest against the brutalsm of past ages. Let the club be 
abolished and the clubber suppressed. cs 


Tae Treatment oF Empyema oF THE ANTRUM oF HicHmore. 


Professor Chiari, of Vienna, reports {twenty-eight cascs of 
this affection and formulates the followin 8 rules as to treat- 
ment: | 

1. In very rare cases empyema, due to alveolar periostitis, 
may be cured by extraction of the root of the offending tooth 
alone. 

2. Continued irrigation of the nose may also effect. con- 
siderable improvement. 

3. Injections into the antrum, even if undertaken regularly 
an l thoroughly, frequently do not bring about a cure, al- 
though, as a rule, some improvement. 

4. In eases of recent suppuration resulting from alveolar 
periositis a few injections usually suffice to produce & cure. 

only one case was it found possible to successfully 
inject the ostium maxillare in such manner that pus was dis- 
charged together with the injected fluid. 

G. Systematic injections can be easily and conv eniently 
made through the alveolar process, to make them through 
the lower nasal passage is a very laborious procedure, carried 
out by the patient only with great difficulty. 
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7. Insufflations of iodoform powder do not give positive 
results. 

8. During all thieas 3 various proceedings the antrum should 
be closed up toward the mouth. : 

9, The most reliable results are afforded by tamponing 
the antrum with iodoform gauze, which rapidly arrests sup- 
puration. It should be practiced only once a week, can be 
easily carried out by every phy sician, and shuts off. the an- 
trum from the mouth. 

10. Preparatory to tamponing an opening varyin g in size 
from 4 to 6 mm. is usually made in an alveolus. 

The opening may be made in the canine fossa, but only if 
a perforation exists there already, or the patient refuse to 
sacrifice a tooth, or if it is desired to thorou ghly curette the 
cavity. Tamponing through the canine fossa, however, is 
always a difficult and painful procedure.— Prager. Medicin.

vor TREPHINING. 


1. All cases of depressed fracture, either simple or com- 
pound, require trephining and elevation, whether there be 
pressure symptoms or not. 3 

2. All punctured fractures and gun-shot wounds impera- 
tively indicate the use of the trephine. 

3. In simple fracture of the skull, where any symptoms of 
brain trouble persist, exploratory operation should be done. 

4. In all cases of local injury to the skull, whether frac- 
ture or bruise, followed by evidence of inflammation of bone 
or persistent symptoms of brain irritation, or of pus between 
the bone and dura, the trephine should be resorted to. 

5. In every ease of localized injury to the head, where un- 
consciousness persists for more than an hour, exploratory 
operation, ineluding opening tke skull, if necessary, should 
he done. 
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6. The appearance of stupor some hours after a head in- 
jury indicates meningeal hemorrhage, and requires trephin- 
ing at the point of injury, if known, or at the point indicated 
by cerebral localization; the middle meningcal being the 
usuul source of trouble. ; 

7. Even in very extensive injury to the head, operation » 
should be made, since removal of debris, restoration of nor- 
mal contcur and cleaning of injured tissues can add but lit- 
tle to the danger and may save life. 


8. In every case of oe exploratory operation is justifia- 
ble. 

9. Compound fractures, with or without apparent depres- 
sion, demand enlargement of the wound and careful explora-

OpsTINATE CONSTIPATION. 
It is not an easy matter to empty the colon of [eccs which 


have been long retained. Active cathartics will not suflice. 


Indeed their prolonged use, or rather abuse, is a most po-. 


tent factor in the causation of the condition. Salines in 


moderate quantities will sometimes succeed in washing out 


the retained masses, but after the abuse of purgatives, a seda_ 


tive is often the most cffectual in clearing the bowels. <A 
most useful one, under such circumstances, 1s a pill ecntain- 


ing iron and belladonna. I have found the bowels to act af- 
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ter a few days’ rest, when croton oil had failed to produce 
an evacuation. But the most satisfactory plan for relieving 
the colon of retuined feces, is the use of lavage. Copious 


injections of warm water will dislodge masses of feces that 


cannot be removed in any other way. It should not be for- 
cotten that several injections may have to be given before 
any old feces will be brought away, and that it often takes. 
daily injections for several weeks to completely empty the 
bowel, and entirely remove all the old hardened dark feces. 


The following conclusions are submitted: 


1. Long continued par tial retention of feces 1 is common. 


he ‘Such retention 1s usually harmless. 
. Retained feces undergoing putrefaction may, at any 


time, acquire poisonous properties. 
4. Ketained feces may produce either local or constitu tional

symptoms. 
5. The principal loeal conditions produeed by retained fe- 
ces are typhlhitis, appendicitis and peritonitis, either localized 
or general. 
6. Retained feces, throu of the poisons produced i in them, 
are capable of causing any constitutional symptoms which 


can be manifested through the agency of the central ner- 


vous system. 

7. Among the toxie effeets of such stercoremia may Le 
mentioned, fever, convulsions, coma, insomnia, headache 
neuralgia, vertigo, anemia, diarrhea, constipation, ineontin- + 
ence of urine and feces, insanity, ete.— He. 


Ripans Tahbules eure hiyes, 
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Recent Merinops Typuor FRarr. 


Dr. J. W. King (Times and Register, Dec. 31, 1892) des- 
cribes an interesting case of typhoid fever in which symp- 
toms were very severe. The temperature reached 107°2; 
the abdominal hemorrhages were frequent, and collapse was 
several times imminent. - Phenacetine in 10-grain doses and 
afterward Phenacetine and salol in like doses, was employed 
with excellent results. Sulpho-carbolate of zine also, was 
used, but the results were not satisfactory. Ergotin, digi- 
talis, strophanthus and aetheris co., were judiciously used 
p. rn. Sponging was found advantaycous. Dr. 
Hall (log. cit.) expresses a preference for the sulpho-carbo- 
late of zinc over like agents. He gives quinine in small do- 


ses for its tonie cffect in typhoid fever, sometimesadding di- 


luted muriate acid. Dr. Hall, like Dr. King believes in cold 


sponging, which, “besides its antiseptic cffects, cuiets the 
delirium and acts as a tonic to the gencral system” stating 
furthermore: “To this may be odded one five-grain dose of 
Phenacetine at night.” But he does not approve of the coual- 
tar derivatives in general. In an article on typhoid fever 


by Dr. J. P. Wall, (Gaillard’s Med. Jour., Dee. 1892) the au- 


thor states that Phenacetine in 10 grain doses every 3 honrs 
“keeps down the fever well.” He says: ‘‘My preference for 


Phenacetine is due to the fact that it rarely, 1f ever, produces’ 


- cyanosis—never in my experience.” In other articles on ty- 
phoid fever the use of the same antipyretic is advised. Dr, 
A. C. Mason (Boston M. & 8. J., Apr, 14, 92) recommends 
‘Phenacetine in three; five, or ten grain doses.” Dr. Bailey 
(Am. Pract. & N., Sept. 24,92) writes: “I give Phenacetine 
without hesitation under all circumstanccs.” In typhoid 
fever he employs Phenacetine and salol and disinfccts the 
canal with arg. nit.
